“We are checking up on

Chief Flood said. “We have 
received complaints from 
citizens who have informed 
us that liquor is being sold to 
minors. Our department will 
act swiftly to stop and prose- 
cute those who violating 
the law.” 

State law prohibits the sale 
of alcoholic beverages to 
anyone under the age of 21.

Just in time for winter 

City completes road repairs 


Embarking on one of the most 
ambitious road maintenance prog- 
rams in the city of Romulus’ his- 
tory, the Romulus Department of 
Public Works has completed road 
i tv<~ : ir. key and vitil areas and 
intersections, according to Dave 
Paul, DPW director. 

Using a new and what Paul 
labeled as a “very sophisticated 
tar”, employees of Highway 
Maintenance Incorporated — the 
successful bidder for the project — 
have virtually eliminated road re- 
pair problems on Shooks Rd., God- 
dard, Tobine and Harrison. 

There was a wide range of repairs 
the city was forced to deal with 
caused by the elements, Paul 
pointed out. He will be watching 
what the elements do with the new 
repair material to determine the 
feasibility of utilizing it for future 
repairs. 

“On Shook, we were fortunate to 
get a new piece of equipment that 
literally picked up the existing 
asphalt road and laid it back down 
for the base,” paul said. “Then we 
went in and put down two coats of 
this double chip seal." 

Paul revealed that he first heard 
of the new material and process 
during the “bidding process” when 
city officials in Southfield decided 
to seek a company to repair its 
roads. After closer inspection and 


after examining the repairs with 
the same product at Farmington 
Hills, Paul recommended to the city 
that Romulus should also use the 
new material. 

“I wanted to see how this Tuto- 
rial holds up during the winter be- 
fore we went ahead with other 
maintenance work,” Paul said. "If 
it manages to hold its own against 
the elements, then obviously we will 
be using it for our future needs. " 

Cost was one major reason why 
Paul and the city were willing to 
experiment. It costs the city appro- 
ximately $10,000 to slurry Goddard 
with the new material; it would 
have cost taxpayers $300,000 to re- 
surface it. 

Goddard was basically a prob- 
lem, where nature eroded longitu- 


dinal cracks in the road surface, 
and those grooves were getting 
worse. The city sealed the cracks 
with the slurry. 

The “chip and seal" program has 
been utilized on Tobine, Shook and 
Harrison Rds., as well as on 
Elmview, Craig, Sharon and 
Schultz. The program eventually 
will cost $50,000 to complete. 

Paul said the city also has a pro- 
ject in progress in conjunction with 
the Wayne County Road Commis- 
sion at Grant and Eureka Rds. 
where a passing lane and traffic 
light will be installed. 

“It’s a very congested traffic 
area,” Paul said, "and the new im- 
provements should improve traffic 
flow.”

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Sumpter battles toxic waste 

Will Site Board approve application? 


Sumpter Township residents 
were to be informed last night 
whether state officials, the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources, and the 
9-member Site Approval Board 
would allow City Sand & Landfill to 
dump toxic waste at its present 
facility located south of Willow 
Road about a mile west of Sumpter 
Road. 

City Sand & Landfill owners last 
year applied for a permit under the 
state’s 1979 Hazardous Waste Man- 


agement Act to build a liquid hazar- 
dous waste treatment plant in De- 
troit. City Sand’s 80-acre landfill in 
Sumpter, if permission is granted 
by the Site Approval Board, could 
accept wastes from any source, as 
long as state standards are met. 

Township officials and residents 
have been fighting the move since 
they were first made aware of the 
application. If the Site Approval 
Board should grant approval, offi- 
cials said the township would have 


no other recourse but to continue its 
fight in court. 

Last night s session climaxed a 
series of public hearings which, 
according to state law. must be held 
before permission for hazardous 
waste is either granted or denied. 

A township official said yester- 
day that he doubted that the board 
would approve such a controversial 
application since a vast majority of 
the populace has indicated they 
were against it. 


A community of approximately 
11,000 residents, Sumpter has had 
its problems with the landfill in the 
past. Jim Reeves, township super- 
visor. once labeled City Sand and 
Landfill “as the septic tank of De- 
troit.” 

The Site Approval Board has 
heard a wide spectrum of argu- 
ments over the past six months and 
must now decide whether to 
approve or deny the permit. 

According to past dialogue, the 
toxic waste would be embedded 
atop a clay bed, composed primari- 
ly of water. However, some resi- 
dents fear that the waste will seep 
into groundwater and eventually 
find its way into the wells. 

Although state law prohibits 
“contact between groundwater and 
constructed portions of landfill “the 
question remains as to who would 
be able to monitor when and if a 
leakage does occur. 

As one resident put it, during last 
week's four-hour session, “You 
(pointing to the board) don’t have to 
live here. If a leak does happen, 
we’re eating toxic poison through 
our gardens, breathing it through 
the air ... please consider us and 
our children.’’ 
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Wonder if these are sour apples? Little Erika Rakotz the center of town recently. The Applefest attracted 
and Brian Delano seemed miles away from the more than 20,000 visitors and was labeled “a huge 
Huron Applefest festivities as they paraded through success”, according to township officials.

At one time they 
were only made for the factory rid- 
ers, and then they made some and 
sold them to privateers for racing.

At what price 
nuclear freeze? 

There is a proposal on the November ballot calling for a nuc- 
lear freeze. Advocates of the freeze claim nuclear war will be 
prevented by the prevention of the building of more bombs. 
Opponents of the freeze argue that a freeze would freeze the 
Russians in a superior position regarding number of bombs and 
therefore would act as an incentive to the Russians to start a 
nuclear war. 

There doesn’t seem to be much logic supporting either posi- 
tion. 

The opposition argument that to stop building bombs would be 
dangerous to national security sounds hollow. First of all. it is 
unclear whether the Russians do. infact, have more nuclear 
bombs than the United States. Secondly, even if they have as 
much as 50 percent or even 100 percent more bombs, each side 
has tens of thousands of bombs. That is more than enough for 
each side to obliterate all life on earth several times over by the 
explosion of its own arsenal or even a fraction of its own arsenal. 
Therefore, lack of bombs does not appear to be a military dis- 
advantage to either party. 

More importantly, mere numbers of weapons is not as impor- 
Here there is no question that the U.S. has the edge. We are 
superior in numbers of nuclear submarines which are currently 
the most effective means of delivering nuclear weapons on 
target . Airplanes are too easily detected , both for the purposes of 
launching nuclear vessels and even more so for merely bomb 
dropping platforms. The state of the art has not progressed so 
far in terms of armed statelites that they constitute a more 
serious nuclear threat in terms of delivery capacity than nuclear 
submarines. 

The proponent argument that stopping the building of nuclear 
weapons will be an effective step in stopping the arms race also 
appears to lack merit. Much more money is spent on delivery 
systems than on the bombs themselves. R is the combination of 
an effective delivery system with the bomb that makes for a 
dangerous weapon. Simply freezing the number of bombs built 
would not prevent either country from building an armada of 
cruise missiles that are relatively cheap to build and, when 
launched in quantity, impossible to defend against in terms of 
knocking down all the missiles. Even a small percentage of a 
large number can get through to totally obliterate an entire 
continent. 

On balance, it appears that the best argument is, in fact, to 
vote for the nuclear freeze. Not because it will stop nuclear 
armament. Not because it will stop strategic warfare. But be- 
cause it is the most effective signal that could presently be given 
to urge political leaders to seriously look at the disastrous and 
uneconomic and dangerous overspending on military nuclear 
delivery systems in both Russia and the United States. 

For both countries, it is ruinous economically. For both coun- 
tries, it increases the danger of nuclear war simply by the in- 
crease of power available to military officers. The more buttons 
we have for colonels to push and the more isolated the colonels 
from political and economic control, the greater the danger that 
a nuclear holocaust could be started by the rash action of one? 
idiot, be he Russian or American.

Affirmative Action 
is not the solution 


As a Black man , I resent the implication of the 
so called Affirmative Action Ordinance that the 
City Fathers of Inkster are inclined to adopt. 

To take the position that Blacks, women and 
other minorities are academically inferior to 
their white counterparts is totally repulsive. 
That is one of the implications effectively com- 
municated when it is proposed that Blacks and 
other minorities be given premium points on 
tests to qualify for city employment. These 
points are allegedly given for their minority 
status. 

1 support practical affirmative action, but this 
is not truly an Affirmative Action Ordinance. 

I shudder to think if one of the “protected 
class” were to become a police officer, unable to 
read adequately, yet expected to enforce laws 
he cannot read I want the best educated, and the 
officer that tests best to protect the rights of 
citizens. If we have members of the “protected 
class" that cannot meet the academic require- 
ments of testing, then this ordinance destroys 
any incentive to have a good self concept, or for 
that matter, it stymies any incentive to get the 
most out of the educational offerings of our 
schools. 

If an individual, who has reached his /her edu- 
cational maximum, needs the premium points 
to pass a test , my position would be that he/she is 
not qualified for the position sought. 

Another fallacy of this ordinance is that it 
gives license to favoritism and cronyism. We 
have had enough of that already in the City of 
Inkster. The antinepotism restriction of our 
charter has been violated by this administra- 
tion. For too long there has been hanky-panky, 
with the attempt by City Administrators to 
wrest control of all City hiring, by circumvent- 
ing fair methods of selection 

When a previous City Manager, who inciden- 
tally was a Caucasian, tried to have authority to 
pick anyone he might choose from the register of 
candidates, the citizens of Inkster , by their vote, 
defeated that attempt 

Why can’t public hearings be held to acquaint 
the citizens of the content of this massive ordi- 
nance. Thereafter the voters should, again, be 
given opportunity to express their desire by vot- 
ing on this issue. 

It is significant that this action surfaces just 
prior to the next City election . Such antics smell . 
and resemble the barn yard politics of years in 
the past. Further, if the city is in such grave 
financial condition, what is the urgency of this 
ordinance? What effect will recall of laid-off em- 
ployees have on the goals of this ordinance ? The 
hands of the city are tied by contract agreement . 

If we have a problem in hiring members of the 


“protected class”, then I propose that we estab- 
lish goals for minority hires, and conscientious- 
ly. and honestly pursue those goals. It is totally 
foolhardy for Inkster to pay for the testing of 
individuals that aren't qualified for positions 
they seek. We. at all times should seek the best 
qualified person for any position vacancy in city 
government. 

This Fiscal year, Inkster has spent approx- 
imately $2300 with Michigan Municipal League 
to test individuals that seek employment. De- 
spite the fact that this is less than Inkster has 
spent in previous years. It would balloon to a 
much larger figure if this ordinance is adopted, 
all because of the cronyism aspects of this leg- 
islation. I emphasize the fact that I, like many 
other Blacks resent this action, which by im- 
plication, tells me that we are inferior to our 
white counterparts. 

One Councilman pointed out the great success 
realized from hiring of the protected class under 
the current civil service policies. 

I hastily reviewed both the originally prop- 
osed ordinance, and the second proposed ordi- 
nance. I found that in one job category under the 
new ordinance the City would be deficient by one 
female Police sergeant. If seniority, as well as 
passing test totals are the primary basis for 
selection, and a promotable vacancy occurs 
where the female candidate is ranked second to 
a male candidate; who gets the promotion? 
Which takes precedence; the negotiated con- 
tract with the Police Lieutenants and Sergeants, 
or the new City ordinance, if adopted? 

I have seen ordinances, policies, and any num- 
ber of written affirmative action plans, similar 
to the one proposed to the City Council In each 1 
have witnessed a serious sacrifice of good em- 
ployment and personnel practices through im- 
plementation of each that was adopted. 

If the goals and present deficiencies for the 
various classifications, identified in the newly 
proposed ordinance are satisfied, then, there 
will have to be a lot of firings to accomplish those 
goals. Since, the city alleges that it hasn't the 
money, and doesn't know if. and when it will 
have the money: firings are the only means of 
meeting the goals, and attendant to that will be 
many law suits. 

To conclude 1 say that a good and practical 
affirmative action plan is justified, but not it it 
violates good personnel practices and sound 
judgement. Inkster's plan needs some revision, 
hut not the degree of revision represented in the 
second proposal.

The Soviet Union has approx- 
imately 7 .000 warheads with an esti 
mated yield of more than 17.000 
megatons of explosive power If 
only 10.000 of these megatons 
i which is equivalent to more than 
800.000 Hiroshimas) were un- 
leashed on the United States on both 
military targets <ICBM sites. SAC 
and Air Force bases, army bases, 
naval ports, etc > and population 


centers above 1500 inhabitants we 
would probably experience the fol- 
lowing: 

• The vast majority of the people 
in the areas targeted would be 
irradiated, crushed, or burned to 
death 

• The thermal pulses of the bomb 
would subject 600.000 square miles 
or 1 6 of the total land mass of the 
US to a minimum level of 40 calor- 
ies per centimetre squared (a level 
of heat that chars human beings) 

• Much of the area surrounding 
the targets w'ould be subject to in- 
cendiary levels of heat and in some 


cases, firestorms w'ould develop. 

• Blast waves would follow the 
thermal pulses and hence many of 
the physical structures would simp- 
ly collapse or be blow f n away. 

• Those that survive the primary 
effects of the bomb in targeted 
areas could shortly die of lethal 
doses of radiation 

• If the 76 nuclear pow r er plants in 
the U S are destroyed certain lon- 
ger-lived isotopes in these power 
plants could contaminate surround- 
ing areas for decades (One year 
after a one-megaton bomb struck a 
nuclear pow'er plant in an area of 
1700 square miles downwind from 


an average 15 m p h wind there 
still would be 50 rems delivered to 
anyone w'ho tried to live there Fifty 
rems is 250 times above the safe’ 
dosage listed by the EPA.) 

• Many of the mammals and 
birds in targeted areas would die 
off. Since radiation exposure is 
painless these creatures would not 
know they are being lethally ex- 
posed 

• In areas surrounding the 
targets, deciduous trees may die 

• Injured survivors would find 
few doctors and medical facilities 
to assist them 

• Millions of strewn corpses could 


cause epidemics. Insect popula- 
tions would increase dramatically 
and many insects are carriers of 
diseases 

• Many will starve because un- 
contaminated food is unavailable. 

• If the few f individuals in fallout 
shelters came out three months af- 
ter the attack in an area in which 
the fallout w r ould in the long run de- 
liver a dose of 10,000 rems they 
would still receive 300 rems over 
their lifetimes, with 200 of the rems 
coming within the first year of expo- 
sure ( Some physicians believe that 
300 rems exposure is enough to en- 
sure that most people will contract 


some form of cancer in their life- 
time.) 

• A dose of only 150 rems doubles 
the chance for spontaneous muta- 
tion in future offspring. Hence a 
dramatic increase in congenital de- 
fects will occur. 

In conclusion. I fear that any nuc- 
lear exchange between the United 
States and the Soviet Union will be 
suicidal to both countries (not to 
speak of the global effects to the re- 
mainder of mankind) and I doubl 
either country could claim victory

EDITOR — May I respond to 
your editorial. ‘‘Our Opinions” 
appearing in the October 6th 
issue as pertains to the Van 
Buren schools. 

You wrote that the Van Buren 
Board of Education says that 
they have cut expenses to the 
marrow — and you believe them . 

We don’t, and obviously 
from the vote of October second 
the majority of our citizens do 
not believe it either. 

An article from the Detroit 
Free Press showed the allocation 
of school funds for the ten largest 
districts in Wayne County. Van 
Buren spends 32.6% of their 
school budget for Business and 
Administration expenses and 
only 57.2% on instruction. Their 
B&A expenses are the highest of 
all ten school districts. Does that 
sound like they have cut to the 
marrow? 

You state that today’s students 
are deprived of many programs 
that most of the over “30" gen- 
eration enjoyed in school. My 
generation did not have wall to 
wall carpeting, indoor swim- 
ming pools, computers, visual 
aids, a “language lab” with ear 
phones, etc. We also had only one 


principal for the entire high 
school and one assistant princip- 
al who also taught classes. 

You mention the voters ha- 
ven’t passed a millage increase 
since 1978. Why should we? The 
School Tax portion of our tax bill 
went from $1848.01 to $2862.52 be- 
tween 1978 and 1981 — that is a 
57% increase. What do they 
want? We’ve been cut to the mar- 
row too ! 

You say we need people with 
business acuity to run our 
schools — that 32.6% of our 
school budget used for business 
and administration should buy 
plenty of business know-how! 
Why doesn’t it? What are we get- 
ting for almost one third of our 
school tax money? 

You call it a “Catch 22” situa- 
tion . Phooey ! Clean out the dead- 
wood and pare down the over- 
head. All the taxpayers are 
“fine-tuning” their budgets and 
it’s time this township’s Board of 
Education did the same. 

The money spent by the Board 
on repeated, futile, increased 
millage requests might better 
have been used to hire a business 
consultant if that is what’s 
needed to run the schools effi- 
ciently and within budget.

Yevgeny 
Chazov , ( also a member of PSR ) 
tells us — along with 100 million 
Russian citizens— that “nuclear 
war will mean the end of all man- 
kind," I have to believe that 
courage and concern — not 
ignorance or dishonesty — 
prompts such a statement. 

When 200,000 people march for 
peace at the U.N. building, when 
at least seven states and scores 
of cities see fit to include a freeze 
proposal on their ballots, and 
when 375,000 people in Michigan 
sign petitions supporting the 
freeze, I have to conclude that at 
least a few of them know what 
thev are doing. 

And when our own president 
addresses a veteran’s group by 
saying the freeze movement was 
inspired “not by sincere, honest 
people who waft peace, but by 
some who want the weakening of 
American and so are manipulat- 
ing many honest and sincere peo- 
ple," I have to examine my own 
seemingly honest and sincere 
soul and wonder who is manipu- 
lating whom.

Soviet-produced program called 
“Nuclear War: Incurable Dis- 
ease,” was broadcast twice with- 
in three days over the Soviet’s 
one-and-only channel, reaching 
upwards of 100 million people. 
The program consisted entirely 
of six medical doctors — three 
Americans, three Russians (in- 
cluding Drs. Lown and Chazov) 
— sitting around a table discus- 
sing, in very human terms, the 
medical effects of a nuclear war. 
The telecast was re-broadcast 
last week on PBS. 

Yes, it was propaganda of 
sorts — and yes , it was scary . But 
the over-riding issue was con- 
cern for the world s humanity. 
Not just Russia’s and not just 
America’s — but entire world 
humanity. 

The fact that dialogue concern- 
ing nuclear war could take place 
between Americans and Rus- 
sians on Russian soil and then be 
broadcast to 100 million Rus- 
sians, casts doubt on the state- 
ment made by the above- 
mentioned letter-writer that 
“when a Russian general pub- 
lished a book with one sentence 
hinting that nuclear war might 
be unwinnable. that line was cen- 
sored out of all later editions 

The good doctors on the prog- 
ram the other night discussed at 
length how unwinnable a nuclear 
war would be They discussed 
the folly of a civil-defense sys- 
tem They also discussed how 
easy it would be for the people in 
charge, either out of panic, or 
from incredible stress . or by sim-

Cotton is no rhinestone cowgirl 


JOSIE COTTON 
“Convertible Music” 
(Elektra) 

So you think the Go-Go's are 
really hot stuff, eh? 1 mean, 
"Vacation all I ever wanted...” 
Gimme a break, will ya? 
Granted, the Go-Go’s seemingly 
had a lot of potential, but the 
material on “Vacation" is so thin 
1 thought the album should’ve 
been pressed on clear vinyl. 

Anyway, along comes Josie 
Cotton, a girl from Dallas, 
Texas, which is not, by any 
means, a hotbed of rock’n’roll. 
But, no rhinestone cowgirl this; 
Cotton may be the best female 
rock'n’popper since the immor- 
tal Ronnie Spector — honest. 

She’s gained a lot of under- 
ground support for the indepen- 
dent 12-inch of "Johnny Are You 
Queer," which is also included 
here. With instrumentation very 
reminiscent of the Cars’ first LP 
(only louder). “Johnny is a gem 
of a tune, with Josie wailing 
away “I’m so afraid I’ll lose you / 
If I can’t seduce you/ Johnny are 
you queer?” It’s good, light- 
hearted fun with a twist. 

As a matter of fact, one night 
while switching around the cable 
for a good comedy show, I of 
course checked out two of the 
funniest around — The PTL Club 
and the 700 Club. I don’t remem- 
ber which one it was, but there 
was this guy on there telling of 
the “low-down-and-dirty-evils” 
of rock n’ roll. 

He’d play something back- 


wards that no human being with 
an undistorted mind would mis- 
take for anything other than, of 
course, a record played back- 
wards. Then he’d say "There! 
You heard it ! It says, as clear as 
can be, Oh my sweet satan come 
over and have lunch,” or some- 
thing like that. 

Then he held up the Bomp 12- 
inch record of Josie Cotton. As 
anyone knows, 12-inch singles 
are all played at 45 rpm. But not, 
of course, this guy. "Our produc- 
ers, "he said, “like anyone of you 
would, put this record on at 33 
rpm’s. BUT, they recorded it at 
45, so as to confuse you. AND, he 
pointed out vigorously, “when 
this, this record is played at 33, it 
becomes obvious that this person 
who calls herself, or himself, 
Josie Cotton, is actually a MAN 
singing!” 

Gee whiz, imagine that. If you 
play a woman’s 45 at 33, it slows 
it down so it sounds like a man. 
And if you play a man ’s 45 at 33 , it 
sounds like he’s one placidyl over 
the line. And if you play a man’s 
33'/jrpm album at 45, it suddenly 
sounds like a commercial for de- 
xtroamphetamine, either that or 
tight underwear. Amazing stuff. 
Simply amazing... 

But, back to the record at 
hand. Simply put, "Convertible 
Music” is one great album ; not a 
classic perhaps, but one that 
should be played at least twice at 
every party. 

The ultra-danceable “He could 
Be The One” is already a certi- 
fied Top-20 hit single, although I 


must admit I was quite surprised 
to see Josie and her band lip- 
syncing along on "Solid Gold." 
When did they get good taste 
anyway? 

The next single should be ’ ’Sys- 
tematic Way," which is at least 
as catchy as “He could Be The 
One.” And then, when she’s 
gained the recognition she de- 
serves. maybe some gutsy radio 
programmers (AM of course, 
FM has already picked up on it) 
will play "Johnny Are You 
Queer?” because it’s got the 
potential to be a mega-hit. 

After all, it’s not pro-gay, and 
it’s not anti-gay. It’s just a pretty 
funny twist on the dated “love 
gone bad” theme that’s been 
driven into the ground for thirty 
years. Sort of like an 80 s "Fun, 
fun, fun, 'till her daddy takes the 
T-Bird away.” 

For a debut, "Convertible 
Music” is more than one has any 
right to expect from a new artist. 
Eleven songs, some great, none 
any worse than good. And, be- 
sides, she’s cute...

“Heartbeats And Bullets” 

(Columbia/415) 

A hard-edged foursome from the 
west coast. Translator have 
made a formidable first album. 
Lots of good cuts here ("Favo- 
rite Drug," “My Heart, Your 
Heart") but the Beatle-ish 
“Everywhere That I'm Not” is 
so good that the rest pales by 
comparison. They also make the 



best use of acoustic guitars in the 
rock idiom since Bowie’s "Ziggy 
Stardust” album. I’d give it a B. 

Steve Forbert 
(Nemperor) 

Steve Forbert’s debut album, 
“Arrive On Arrival," made folk- 
rock “cool" again. Fresh from 
opening up for bands like Patti 
Smith and Television at New 
York’s infamous CBGB's, For- 
bert seemed to have it made. Cri- 
tics loved him. Few else had 
heard of him. 

Then his not-quite-as-good 
second album appeared, and the 
obvious pressure from company 
bigshots to commercialize paid 
off in a hit single, "Romeo’s 
Tune." The third LP was even 
slicker, and I figured he was 
washed up — too bad. 

But, imagine my surprise 
when listening to his — in the re- 
cord company 's words — ‘ ’critic- 
al" fourth album. It’s good, very 
good in fact, and every bit the 
throwback to the sound of his de- 
but you could hope for. Even his 
humor, which pretty much dis- 
appeared on last year’s "Little 
Stevie Orbit” is back in full 
swing. 

“He’s Got To Live Up To His 
Shoes" seems like the natural 
single, but for some unknown 
reason. Epic/Nemperor records 
hasn’t released a single at all 
from the record, and ther’s plen- 
ty to choose from , that 's for sure . 

Whoever Steve Forbert in- 
sulted, they’ve done a good job of 
burying his career knee deep in 
you-know-what. But hopefully 
he's not through yet, at least not 
if the quality of this self-titled 
effort is any indication.

That ’s why they 
can combine with a small amount of other ingredients 
and still supply satisfying main dishes. 

HAM ‘N’ APPLES IN SQUASH 
4 servings 

2 medium-sized acorn squash 
V* cup (Vt stick) butter 

V/t cups diced cooked ham 

*/j cup chopped celery 

*/« cup chopped green pepper 

3 tablespoons flour 
Vt teaspoon salt 

V 2 teaspoon nutmeg 
Dash pepper 
lVt cups milk 


1 cup chopped unpeeled cooking apples 

1 tablespoon butter 

Vt cup seasoned dry bread crumbs 

Preheat oven to 350° F. Cut squash in half; remove 
seeds. Bake, cut side down, in a shallow pan 35 to 45 
minutes, or until squash can easily be pierced with a 
fork. Meanwhile, melt 'A cup butter in a 2-quart sauce- 
pan. Saute ham. celery and green pepper until tender, 
about 5 minutes. Stir in flour and seasonings until 
smooth. Remove from heat. Gradually stir in milk. 
Bring to boiling, stirring constantly. Boil and stir 1 
minute. Stir in apples. Melt 1 tablespoon butter in a 
small skillet; stir in bread crumbs. Remove squash 
from oven Spoon creamed mixture into cavities of 
squash. Sprinkle bread crumb mixture over top. Re- 
turn to oven for about 10 minutes, or until filling is hot 
and bubbly. Serve immediately.

Car trouble like toothaches, hangnails and bunions are just a part 
of life. Nobody likes any of them but they do keep cropping up and 
often at the most inopportune time. No one cares for those auto 
mishaps and when they happen on vacation, they’re doubly burden- 
some and aggravating. 

But -r- and there's always a but — in our recent experience, luck 
outweighed misfortune by a whole heap and most of that heap was 
labeled “southern hospitality." 

The “pros” in our case included the fact we were not on an inter- 
state with its miles of nothingness; it was not raining; there was a 
Buick dealership only seven miles away and we had no strict dead- 
line to meet. 

The unbudgeted sixty-five bucks the repairs cost were minor when 
compared to what the original guesswork-diagnosis could have tal- 
lied. Bracing ourselves for major motoritis, we were prepared for a 
delay of a couple days as well as a nice, fat mending fee. 

All this leads up to the final part of our recent 17-day motor trip 
South which was routed back up through Arkansas. 

Other than a very brief but pleasant bit of mileage through that 
state (we'd hit the Ozark Mountains enroute from our years-ago 
honeymoon in Denver) we’d never really given the Razorback State 
much thought — as a vacation spot or otherwise. Arkansas never 
even came near the top 10 of our “have-to-visit” places. 

But as of the past October 12th and 13th, it now rates right up with 
the best of 'em. Not only did we enjoy excellent accomodations, food 
service and golf at Fairfield Bay north of Little Rock but we spent an 
unexpected but cordial three hours in a previously unheard-of- city. 
Walnut Ridge. 

W-e-1-1. perhaps we should give part of that time to nearby Poco- 
hontas since our little "delay" started between the two points, delay 
being spelled C-a-r T-r-o-u-b-l-e — , a "first" for us (with the excep- 
tion of a few flats) during our 31 years of traveling togetherness. 

Hearing a sudden “funny sound” (which was first attributed to a 
poor grade of gasoline) and then having the engine light flash red, we 
couldn’t chance any long distance so we pulled into a tractor and 
farm equipment complex , The Case Place, flipped open the hood for a 
re-check, and asked if there was a mechanic available 

Even before the query, tho. several bystanders showed their con- 
cern for our plight, took a quick listen to the "chunk-chunk" and 
voiced their opinions which agreed with the "man" — the main 
mechanic ( and I’m sure sorry I didn’t get his name) — when he said it 
sounded like big trouble: an oil pump malfunction which could've 
already damaged the engine 


One of the group who was about to leave turned out to be a co-owner 
of the big-equipment complex — Billy James — who not only offered 
us the services of his main man but took time to learn where we hailed 
from and to fill us in on his experiences in Michigan. On leaving, he 
handed me his card and said, “Y’all just call me if you have prob- 
lems. I've an extra car you can use, too.” 

When I audibly gasped at his generosity, he said, “Down here y’all 
knock on our door and we say, “y’all come on in and what can we do 
for ya ? ” Up there (North ) you knock on a door and they say "What 
the hell do ya want!” 

In the meantime, his secretary-clerk, Diane Taylor, was busy 
making several calls — to track down a wrecker, check costs and to 
alert the dealer in Walnut Ridge that we’d be needing help. Without 
Buick parts, the Case mechanic was stymied so we ended up sharing 
the cab of a wrecker as it towed our "wheels" back the seven miles 
we’d already covered, the Case folks all wishing us luck. 

Paul Ryder, the genuinely concerned master mechanic at the gar- 
age added his agreement that it * 'didn ’t look (or sound ) too good "and 
that he and his men would get at it right after their lunch break which 
was 15 minutes away, meaning 75 for us to kill before they would even 
begin. 

We were told it might be a 1-o-n-g siege and were directed to the 
nearest restaurant.

After quickly covering the 3-block main drag we decided to visit the 
post office; afterall the head honcho there just might've been at the 
Postmaster's convention, too. (the Biloxi confab having been our 
target nearly two weeks earlier.)

Ben’s" as one of his buyers

MOUTH 
BREATHING PROBLEMS 


Occasionally, you may 
notice a youngster who 
cannot breath through his 
nose and uses his mouth for 
oil his breathing. This may 
not seem abnormal — but 
it is, and can lead to a lot 
of future dental problems 
if not stopped early. 

What causes mouth 
breathing? This habit is 
usually caused by en- 
larged tonsils and'or ade- 
noids. (The adenoids ore 
tonsils hidden above the 
throat and behind the pa- 
late.) When infected, they 
can enlarge and block 
breathing through the nas- 
al passage. The child will 
gasp for oir through his 
mouth. 

Mouth breathing can 
lead to a host of dental 


problems such as "buck 
teeth", weak jaw, and 
dried-out gums that are 
susceptible to irritation 
and pyorrhea. It also con 
seriously distort the child's 
face through the years, 
narrowing nostrils, 
weakening the chin, and 
slackening the lips. Also, 
because the air doesn't 
pass through the normal 
heating-and-humidifying 
nasal passages, it is dry, 
irritating and often causes 
frequent colds and infec- 
tions, thus perpetuating a 
vicious cycle.

played our hearts out, but some- 
times it’s just not enough.” Both 
Gordon and eight-year Franklin 
head coach Armand Vigna had 
their teams primed for this game, 
one that might lead to not only the 
league title but also had a definite 
bearing on the state championship 
playoff picture.

Using Todd Jennings and Don 
Forchione. they moved methodical- 
ly down the field.

ORDINANCE # 

AN ORDINANCE TO ENABLE THE CITY OF ROMULUS. MICHIGAN TO 
COMPLY WITH THE REQUIREMENTS OF FEDERAL LAW-PUBLIC ACT 
92-500, AND APPLICABLE FEDERAL REGULATIONS, AND TO COMPLY 
WITH THE REQUIREMENTS OF THE SETTLEMENT AGREEMENT OF 
THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA -vs- CITY OF DETROIT, et al, CIVIL 
ACTION #771100. UNITED STATES DISTRICT COURT, EASTERN DIS- 
TRICT OF MICHIGAN. SOUTHERN DIVISION, AND FURTHER. TO RE- 
QUIRE USERS OF THE PUBLIC WASTEWATER SYSTEM TO PAY A 
SURCHARGE WHICH REFLECTS THE COMMERCIAL AND INDUST- 
RIAL USERS EQUITABLE SHARE OF THE COSTS OF WASTEWATER 
TREATMENT IN EXCESS OF THE STRENGTH OF DOMESTIC SEWAGE. 

IT IS HEREBY ORDAINED BY THE CITY OF ROMULUS: 

PURPOSE AND OBJECTIVE: This ordinance has as its purpose the pro- 
tection of public health and safety and because of the widely varying quality 
characteristics of the sewage discharged by different users of the public 
sewer and the publicly owned treatment works, it is the object of this ordi- 
nance to impose sewage charges which reflect the cost of treating sewage 
strength factors as well as sewage volume. These charges to commercial and 
industrial users will be in the form of a payment called a surcharge and will 
reflect industries* equitable costs of wastewater treatment in excess of the 
strength of domestic sewage. Sewage charges will be based on a volume rate 
and surcharge based on volume of discharge and the strength of BOD, sus- 
pended solids and phosphorus or other pollutants present in the wastewater. 
In the event other pollutants are required to be surcharged under this ordi- 
nance, authorized variances, or by special arrangement with the owner of the 
publicly owned treatment works the rules and regulations being adopted 
herein will apply, said rules and regulations being on file with the City Clerk. 


AUTHORITY: This ordinance is adopted pursuant to and in accordance 
with the requirements of Federal Law-Public Act 92-500, and applicable 
Federal Regulations, the requirements of the Settlement Agreement in Un- 
ited States of America -vs- City of Detroit, et al. Civil Action #771100. 


DEFINITIONS: Unless the context specifically indicates otherwise, the 
meanings of the terms used in this ordinance shall be as follows: 

A. BIOCHEMICAL OXYGEN DEMAND (BOD) shall mean the quantity of 
oxygen utilized in the biochemical oxidation of organic matter under stan- 
dard laboratory procedure, five (5) days at 20 degrees centigrade expressed 
in terms of weight and concentration (milligrams per liter (MC/L), as mea- 
sured by standard methods. 


B. COMMERCIAL USER shall mean all non-domestic sources of in direct 
discharge other than industrial users, as defined herein including, but not 
limited to the following A publicly or privately owned facility where persons 
are engaged in the exchange or sale of goods or services, hospitals, retail 
establishments, schools and facilities operated by local and state govern- 
ments. 


C INDIRECT DISCHARGE shall mean the discharge or the introduction of 
non-domestic pollutants from any source regulated under Section 307(b) or 
(c) of the Federal Water Pollution Control Act, PL 92-500, as amended, into 
the public waste treatment system 

D INDUSTRIAL USER shall mean a source of indirect discharge under 
regulations issued pursuant to Section 402. of The Act (33 USC 1342). which 
source originates from, but is not limited to. facilities engaged in industry, 
manufacturing, business, trade or research, including the development, re- 
covery or processing of natural resources 

E. INDUSTRIAL WASTE shall mean any liquid, solid or gaseous waste or 
form of energy or combination thereof resulting from any process of industry, 
manufacturing, business, trade or research, including the development, re- 
covery or processing of natural resources 

F P means Phosphorous in the waste expressed in terms of milligrams per 
liter (P P M.) 

G POLLUTANT shall mean any dredged spoil, solid waste, incinerator 
residue, sewage, garbage, sewage sludge munitions chemical wastes, biolo- 
gical materials, radioactive materials, heat, wrecked or discarded equip- 
ment. rock, sand, cellar dirt and industrial, municipal, and agricultural 
waste discharged into water 

H. PUBLIC SEWER shall mean a common sewer controlled by a gov- 
ernmental agency or public utility.

I. SUSPENDED SOLIDS shall mean the total suspended matter that floats 
on the surface of, or is suspended in, water, wastewater or other liquids, and 
which is removable by laboratory filtering as measured according to stan- 
dard methods. 

J. WASTEWATER or SEWAGE shall mean spent water which may be a 
combination of the liquid and water-carried wastes from residences, com- 
mercial buildings, industrial plants, institutions, or other land uses, including 
drainage water inadvertently present in said waste.
